The  switch  was  dis- 
cussed a year  ago  last  fall  in 
Logan  and  this  June  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

The  semester  system  results  in 
higher  academic  standards,  long- 
er courses  which  mean  higher  re- 
tention of  the  material,  and  the 
elimination  of  many  courses 
‘that  don’t  count  for  much,”  ac 
cording  to  Dr.  Crockett. 

He  said  the  semester  system 
also  gives  freshmen  longer  to 
adjust  and  creates  greater  calen- 
dar flexibility. 

Some  advantages  of  the  quar- 
ter system  are  that  it  gives  a 
greater  variety  of  classes,  elim- 
inates studeis  over  Christmas  va- 
cation and  lets  missionaries  and 
servicemen  return  to  school 
sooner  after  their  release,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Crockett.

DENVER,  COLORADO  — It 
was  University  of  Denver’s 
Homecoming  here  Saturday,  but 
you  could  have  called  it  “Wel- 
don Jackson  Day”  instead  if  you 
wanted  to,  and  nobody  would 
have  known  the  difference. 

Because  it  was  almost  all 
Jackson’s  afternoon  in  the 
Mile  High  City  as  Brigham 
Young  University’s  battering 
Cougars  ground  their  way  to 
a convincing  22-7  triumph 
over  the  hometown  team  be- 
fore 8,073  fans  in  DU  Stadium. 

The  victory  for  Coach  Hal 
Kopp’s  Cats  set  the  stage  for 
next  Saturday’s  Skyline  Confer- 
ence climax  against  Wyoming  in 
Provo.  Both  Wyoming  and  BYU 
have  identical  5-1  marks,  and  a 
victory  for  the  Cougars  would 
give  them  their  first  league 
championship. 

New  Mexico  also  has  a 5-1 
mark  but  has  finished  its  con- 
ference season. 

Jackson  got  the  nod  as  a red 
“super  star”  over  several  out- 
standing Cats  who  slugged  it  out 
in  the  37  degree  weather  to 
make  sure  of  the  Wyoming-BYU 
game  for  four  main  reasons. 

1.  The  170-pound  senior  full- 
back garnered  130  of  BYU’s  248 
yards  on  the  ground  to  help  win 
the  game  and  set  himself  a new 
Cougar  rushing  record, 

2.  He  helped  set  up  the  first 
TD  for  Keith  Hubbs  in  the  first 
half  and  move  the  Cats  within 
striking  distance  of  the  Pioneers 
who  had  scored  three  minutes 
earlier  to  grab  a 6-0  lead. 

3.  Jackson  went  over  for  the 


second  TD  all  by  himself  after 
evading  several  tacklers  to  place 
BYU  out  in  front  12-7. 

4.  He  got  the  final  six-pointer 
with  5:29  left  in  the  last  quarter 
to  put  the  blue  and  white  way 
out  fron  and  assure  the  big  game 
next  Saturday. 

But  despite  the  big  one  man 
show,  Jackson  did  have  help 
from  every  Cat  player  Coach 
Kopp  threw  at  the  frustrated 
Pioneers. 

Jackson  was  assisted  by  a par- 
ticularly superb  line  including 
Lonnie  Dennis,  Paul  Eckel, 
Wayne  Ash,  Lynn  Reading  and 
Fred  Leavitt. 

Backfielders  Keith  Hubbs  and 
Joe  McGinn  who  returned  to 
action  after  sitting  out  part  of 
the  season  with  injuries,  also 
helped  the  Cougar  cause  superb- 
ly. 

Hubbs  went  over  for  the  first 
TD  with  help  from  Jackson  who 
had  carried  up  the  field  after 
Denver  scored  its  first  TD. 

The  Pioneers  got  their  six-  : 
pointer  when  quarterback  Don 
McCall  scored  on  one  of  many 
keeper  plays  which  kept  the 
Cats  slightly  confused  part  of 
the  afternoon.  Sam  Pagano 
kicked  the  convert  for  DU 
while  George  Kinder  missed 
the  BYU  try.  The  half  ended 
with  Cougars  behind  7-6. 

Halftime  statistics  showed  the 
host  team  out  front  in  first 
downs,  rushing  and  punts.  Lloyd 
Logan,  Jack  Work,  Don  Loos 
and  McCall  were  the  standouts 
for  the  Pioneers  who  played  a 
good  first  half. 

A personal  foul  on  Denver 
gave  BYU  another  chance  to 


pick  up  the  PAT  points  after 
Jackson  had  been  stopped  in  the 
first  try.  McFarlane  eventually 
carried  inside  right  end  for  two 
points  to  put  BYU  out  front  14- 
7.

After  the  second  half  the 
roof  fell  in  on  the  Kittens  as 
their  endless  fumbles  set  up 
three  touchdowns  for  the  Utes. 
Perhaps  the  most  disappointing 
phase  of  the  game  was  watching 
the  Gato  line  get  pushed  all  over 
the  field  in  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters.  The  Gatos  were  simply 
worn  down  by  the  eager  stream 
of  fresh  reserves  that  constantly 
poured  into  the  game. 

The  Kittens’  only  serious  threat 
was  late  in  the  second  quarter 


when  they  drove  to  the  Ute  6 
yard  line  only  to  lost  the  ball  on 
a fumble.  Despite  their  overall 
mediocre  line  play,  guard  Cal 
Fackrell  was  in  the  Papoose 
backfield  breaking  up  plays 
throughout  the  game. 

The  statistics  tell  the  story 
more  clearly  than  the  score.  In 
total  rushing  the  Gatos  lost  102 
yards  and  gained  72  for  a grand 
total  of  minus  30,  while  the 
Papooses  rolled  up  321  yards  pri 
marily  on  the  running  of  Dennis 
Zito,  Bud  Tynes,  Henry  Enriquez, 
and  Gary  Saltos.

Non-conference  games,  with 
the  Skyline  representatives  com- 
ing up  on  the  short  end  in  all 
four  encounters,  were  the  rule  in 
Skyline  action  last  weekend,  as 
only  two  loop  contests  were 
played. 

In  conference  games  New  Mex- 
ico’s Lobos  edged  a game  CSU 
squad,  17-12,  while  BYU’s  Cou- 
gars ruined  Denver’s  homecom- 
ing, 22-7.  The  Lobos  scored  all 
their  points  in  the  first  half  and 
held  the  Aggies  in  check  the  rest 
of  the  way  to  cinch  a second 
place  finish  in  the  Skyline.  If, 
however,  the  unusual  should 
happen,  and  a tie  result  next 
week  t^tween  Wyoming’s  CoW' 
boys  and  BYU,  New  Mexico 
would  slip  into  the  championship 
position  with  their  league  record 
of  5-1. 

Wyoming,  the  one  obstacle 
to  Cougar  title  aspirations,  was 
humbled  by  the  Falcons  of  the 
Air  Force,  21-6,  in  a non-con- 
ference fracas.  A stiff  defense 
plus  a surprising  ground  at- 
tack combined  to  defeat  the 
Cowboys. 

Utah’s  Redskins  did  about  ev- 
erything but  win  the  ball  game, 
as  Colorado’s  Buffs  capitalized  on 
early  fumble  to  score  and 
then  held  on  to  eke  out  a 7-0  vic- 
tory. The  Utes  dominated  the 
statistics,  picking  up  194  yards  to 
62  for  the  Buffs.  The  Redskins 
were  unable  to  pcore  as  Colo- 
rado’s defense  stiffened  when- 
ever Utah  was  goalward  bound, 
once  stopping  a third  quarter 
Ute  drive  on  the  one-foot  line. 

Idaho’s  Vandals  closed  out 
their  season  with  a 34-7  crushing 
of  Utah  State’s  Aggies.  The  Ag- 
gies’ only  score  came  on  a 96- 
yard  kickoff  return  by  halfback 
Overton  Curtis.  Aside  from  that 
brief  bit  of  glory,  the  Aggies 
weren’t  able  to  penetrate  past  the 
Idaho  14-yard  line. 

Montana  State  University’s 
Grizzlies  went  winless  again  last 
weekend,  as  the  Bobcats  of  MSC 
triumphed,  20-6.

A comparative  study  of  foot- 
ball records  of  109  major  col- 
leges of  the  United  States  for  the 
past  four  seasons  (1954  through 
1957)  reveals  that  Brigham 
Young  University  Cougars  have 
the  90th  best  over-all  winning 
record.
